If we could sit down with you and compare 
notes on our likes and dislikes, on our color 
preferences, on our growing conditions, on our 
exhibiting experiences, on our future hopes or 
our past disappointments — then we would 
know just how badly the Glad Bug has bitten 
you and just what varieties to recommend. 





Of the tremendous number of new introduc- 
tions this year we would recommend that you 
get out your yardstick and take these measure- 
ments. First — Has it been thoroughly tested 
in reputable Trial Gardens? Second — Is the 
introducer or originator reliable in a high per- 
centage of the statements he has made in the 
past concerning his varieties? Third — Dont 
let the lure “Imported” be mistaken for “Finest 
Quality.”” Let the variety stand on its own 
merits. 


There are so many good varieties, some of 
which are variable with weather conditions, 
that we will forego the usual procedure of list- 
ing our favorites. We will try to give an honest 
description of each variety and any variety we 
connot recommend we refuse to list. 


Because of the increased printing costs we 
are forced to adopt the policy of sending cat- 
alogues only to those who have ordered bulbs 
within the past three years or who send a new 
request.

Please Read Carefully 
ALL STOCK SUBJECT TO PRIOR SALE. 


Large bulbs are one and one-quarter inches and 
up in diameter, and produce the finest show spikes. 


Medium bulbs measure three-quarters to one and 
ene-quarter inches and produce very satisfactory 
blooms though the average spike is smaller than 
from large bulbs. 


Small bulbs are one-quarter to three-quarter 
inches and sometimes produce small spikes. They 
produce larger bulbs for next year. They are a 
good way to start in with new expensive varieties 
if your budget is limited. 


Bulblets seldom bloom and are often hard to 
germinate. Experienced growers know what to do 
and usually peel all expensive varieties. Amateurs 
should try their hands at germinating low-priced 
bulblets or carefully follow the advice of exper- 
ienced growers. 


Thrips and Disease Control. 


Our idea of well nigh perfect control would be 
Fall and Spring gassing of bulbs with Menthyl 
Bromide in a specially prepared gas chamber. Just 
before planting, we like to use a five-minute dip 
in an agitated solution of Mercurous - Chloride 
(Calomel), one pound to five or ten gallons of 
water. This helps control Basal Rot, Hard Rot, 
Sclerotinia Scab. 


If unable to use this combination treatment, we 
still like the old reliable two-hour soaking, just 
before planting, in Bichloride or Mercury solution 
prepared with one ounce to seven and one-half 
gallons of water, using wood or crock container 
but never metal containers. 


Field control is accomplished by standard sprays 
with Tartar Emetic, DDT or the newer parathion. 
Consult instructions shipped with bulbs.
